The special depot commission jn all its 
conferences with the railroads has held to 
the idea of building a union station at 
the minimum cost of $500,000. It has held 
that if the terminal property is improved, 
it should be improved in a substantial 
way by replacing the old carshed with a 
structure not only creditable to the state, 
but one that will last for many years to 
come. 

The plan already outlined by members 
of the commission is to direct the re- 
serve fund of the state which is now lying 
idle in the treasury and which would 
otherwise continue to lie idle until 1915 to 
the building of the union station. This 
fund on November list, when the second 
payment from the sa:e of the Northeast- 
ern railroad is to be made, will amount to 
$432,000. It is derived solely from the sale 
of public property and at the present time 
is made up as follows:

How It Will Be Reached. 

The constitution of Georgia provides 
that the reserve fund shall be used solely 
for the payment of the public debt. From 
time to time, however, it has been divert- 
ed temporarily to other purposes in order 
to tide the treasury over from one year to 
another. This temporary use of the fund 
is not prohibited by the constitution and 
through this means it can be diverted for 
a term of years in order that the state 
may improve its property. 

When the general assembly decides 
finally to construct the depot in Atlanta 
it is probabie that a joint commission 
from the house and senate will be ap- 
pointed to prepare the arrangements and 
provide the means for the work proposed.

This plan, which is practica!ly the only 
one under which the state can build the 
depot, offers no innovations. Those who 
may raise their heads for the purpose of 
protest can rest assured that the reserve 
fund has time and again been directed to 
meet the running expenses of the state 
and each time it has been returned to the 
treasury. 

The railroads agree to pay the state 6 
per cent interest yearly on its investment 
of $500,000. and this rent will continue for 
ninéteen years. The yearly rent will 
amount to $30,000 on the new station, or 
$450,000 at the end of fifteen years, so that 
by that time more than enough money 
wil] have been received to pay back the 
reserve fund in full. 

In 1915 the reserve fund must be used 
to take up the bonds which the state is- 
sued shortly after the war to build up the 
Western and Atlantic railroad.

NEGRO WAS NOT 
THE MAN WANTED 


Farmer Near Barnesville Arrests a 
Negro Man. 


BRINGS FELLOW TO MACON 


Prisoner Was Thought To Be Latti- 
mer’s Murderer. 


BUT HE PROVED HIS INNOCENCE 


East Macon Has But Little Water 
Supply, but Damage to Main 
Is Being Repaired. 


Macon, Ga., October 18.—(Special.)—E. 
M. Jackson, a farmer living near Barnes- 
ville, brought to Macon today a negro 
who in some respects answered the de- 
scription of the murderer of Conductor 
Lattimore, of the Southern railway. The 
negro said that he had tramped from 
Lake City, Fla., to Barnesville, stopping 
at Valdosta, Tifton and Macon, at each 
of which places he had obtained a few 
days’ employment. When Mr. Jackson 
discovered him he was at the cabin of his 
sister and gave his name as June Wilson, 
though the name of Lattimore’s murderer 
was given as William Frey.

Abutting Property Owners for 
Street Improvements—Fight 
Over Liquor Amend- 
metits. 


Columbus, Ga., October 18.—(Special.)—

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TIME EXTENSION 
TO BE DISCUSSED 


Washington Street Matter Will Be. De- 
cided Today. 


ALDERMANIC BOARD TO ACT 


Matter Was Considered by Aldermen 
Yesterday Afternoon. 


RESIDENTS TO BE HEARD FROM TODAY 


The Proposition Is To Extend the 
Time Limit for the Double 
Tracking of the Street. 


For the purpose of discussing the advis- 
ability of extending the time in which the 
Atlanta Railway and Power Company 
may lay double tracks on Washington 
street, connecting its Capitol avenue and 
Pulliam street lines, the aldermanic board 
will hold an adjourned session this after- 
noon. 

Citizens will be present to discuss the 
matter with the aldermen and an interest- 
ing session is promised. The proposition 
is to extend the time limit to December 
20th, the company representing that it is 
unable to lay the tracks at present, be- 
cause of the lack of material with which 
to do the work. 

The resolution providing for the exten- 
sion was introduced at the meeting of the 
council last Monday afternoon and was 
adopted by that body. It went to the al- 
dermanic board, where. it was believed 
that it would be concurred in. The oppo- 
sition, therefore, was unexpected. After 
the aldermen had discussed the mafter 
yesterday afternoon, it was decided to 
postpone action until the Washington 
street residents could be heard from, and 
for the purpose of allowing them to talk 
before the board it was agreed to hold the 
adjourned meeting this afternoon. 

Oscar Elsas appeared before the alder- 
manic board yesterday afternoon to urge 
that the time limit be not extended. He 
said that the street had been prepared to 
receive the asphalt, that the paving con- 
tractors were now prepared to proceed 
with the work, and if the street was al- 
lowed to remain in its present condition 
until December 20th, .¢ would become an 
impassable mudhole. Mr. Elsas predicted 
that after the extension of sixty days had 
expired, the Atlanta Railway and Power 
Company would ask for an additional ex- 
tension of thirty days. 

Another matter that will be considered 
this afternoon is the proposition to ex- 
empt the parsonage of St. Luke’s Episco- 
pal church from taxation, on the ground 
that it is used for religious purposes, as 
well as for a dwelling. There were two 
resolutions providing for the cancellation 
of fi. fas. against church property. One 
was drawn in the interest of the Episco- 
pal cathedral, and provided that the fi. fas. 
were to be canceled upon condition that 
the suit against the city, brought by Bish- 
op Nelson, for the possession of the land 
upon which is located No, 2 fire engine 
house be withdrawn, the city receiving a 
consent veraict. The action of the coun- 
cil upon this resolution was concurred in 
by the aldermanic board, 

Upon the resolution providing for the 
cancellation of fi. fas. against St. Luke's 
church no action was taken. When the 
matter was reached Alderman Welch an- 
nounced that he was opposed to exempt- 
ing One parsonage unless all were ex- 
empted. He said also that he was not in 
favor of exempting any of them, but 
would consent to exempting them all, 

Alderman Johnson said he agreed with 
Alderman Welch in the position he had 
taken. Alderman Johnson announced that 
he was giad the resoiution chanced to 
concern the denomination of which he isa 
member. 

On motion of Alderman Beutell, who de- 
setired hearing from the city attorney, ac-

|appear that all three of the young men 


knew something of the killing of young 
Gault, and the grand jusy’s action was 
along the lines suggested in the 
coroner's report. 

I$t is said the two Osbornes and Will 
Hightower have not been seen since the 
shooting, which occurred on a Saturday 
night about midnight. Warrants for their 
arrest are now in the hands of thé sher- 
iff and every possible effort will be made 
to find them and bring them to trial. 

At least one witness who was examined 
by the coroner's jury stated that the Os- 
borne boys and Hightower had followed 
young Gault down the road and that a 
quarrel of some kind seemed to be in 
progress. It was very dark at the time. 
Two pistol shots were heard and Charles 
Gault was found wounded to death.

BRYAN CATCHES NEW YORK VOTERS; 
ROOSEVELT AND HANNA ARE AT WORK 


Roosevelt Completes Tour of West Virginia While Hanna Makes 
Fun for Republicans in the Far West 
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SQUEEZE WATER OUT OF 
STOCK, SAYS MR. BRYAN 


In addressing an immense audience at 
Syracuse last night Mr. Bryan handled 
trusts and imperialism. He said that he 
believed that it Was possible to prevent 
any monopoly from doing business in this 
country. His plan he outlined as fol- 
lows: 

‘First, make the corporation take out a 
license; then squeeze. the water out of 
the stock. I believe that this method 
will effectively prevent any monopoly 
from existing.

The meeting there was held 
in Washington Square and the band stand 
which was utilized as a speaker's plat- 
from was surrounded by a vast mass of 
humanity, packeu so closely together 
that it looked as if it would be impossi- 
ble to get Mr. Bryan or other members 
ef the party from the train. There were 
probably five times as many people pres- 
ent as could hear what was sald. Mr. 
Bryan spoke for only about half an hour. 


He mounted a table so that all could see. 
Referring to tue size of the crowd, Mr. 
Bryan said he had wasted a great deal 
of time in visiting other places, ‘not 
knowing that the whole state would be in 
Oswego.” As he had done in his pre- 


vious speeches of the day, Mr. Bryan 
again gave the principal place in his talk 
to the trust question. He charged that 
the, republicans hoped, by jug- 
gliery, and only by that means, to 
deceive the people into voting their ticket. 
In response to a voice from the crowd 
concerning the starch combination, Mr. 
Bryan said that he knew nothing per- 
senally in regard to the Oswego works, 
but that he had been told that the works 
were employing fewer men now than for- 
merly. He related the circumstances con- 
nected with the ‘egal proceedings against 
the Nebraska branch of the starch com- 
biration and then warned his hearers 
generally against trusts of all kinds as 
calculated at any time to close any in- 
dustrial enterprise which might be con- 
trolled by them. 

The return trip to Syracuse was made 
in an hour and this city was reached at 
8 o’cleck. 

A cold, drizzling rain which set in early 
in the evening did not dampen in the 
least the ardor and enthusiasm of the 
immense crowd which greeted Mr. Bryan 
when he arrived here at 8:05 from Os- 
wego. The crowd was probably the larg- 
est which has greeted a political speaker 
here for many years. 

The crawd jammed and squeezed itself 
in the large square fronting on the Erie 
carnal packet dock. Mr. Bryan spoke 
from a stand erected in front of the Wiet- 
ing opera house. Inside the theater 
there was a mass meeting, which was 
addressed by Mayor Jones, of Toledo, 
until Mr. Bryan finished his open air 
speech. He spoke for half an hour from 
the stand and then went into the theater 
and spoke for an hour and a half. In 
the latter speech he presented in detail 
all the issues, beginning with the trusts.

OUT OF MEXICAN PRISON. 


American Held Under Sentence Is 
Given His Liberty. 


Washington, October 18.—The state de- 
partment has received a dispatch from 
Vice Consul Carroll, at Monterey, Mexi- 
co, saying that Hunter F. Golding, an 
American citizen, who was recently: sen- 
tenced to a term of eight years’ imprison- 
ment in a Mexican penitentiary, has been 
released from custody. Golding was em- 
ployed as a brakeman on a Mexican rail- 
way and was convicted of complicity in 
the death of a Mexican, who was stealing 
a ride on his train, by throwing him off 
the car. At a re-hearing of the case it 
developed that Golding had nothing to do 
with ejecting the man from the train. 
The sentence of the lower court was 
therefore reversed and the supreme court, 
to which an appeal was made, gave him 
his freedom, A pathetic incident in con- 


| nection with the case was the death of 


Golding’s son while he was imprisoned. 
Through the intercession of a Mrs. Dodge, 
an American, the father was allowed to 
attend the boy’s funeral, for which he 
was deeply grateful. Go!ding is of a well 
known Virgina family and Senator Mar- 
tin, of that state, has evinced a warm in- 
terest in his case. 


BANK RECOVERS DIAMONDS. 


Mrs. Hart Has Not Left New York, 
Says the Attorney. 

New York, October 18.—Judge Gilhooly, 
counsel for the Elizabethport bank, said 
today that he was in possession of the 
diamond necklace given to Mrs. Hart by 
William Schreiber, the defaulting clerk. 
The jewels were obtained through legal 
proceedings about which Judge Gilhooly 
is reticent. He admitted the possession 
of the jewels in question, but declined to 
say where they had been secured. From 
another source, however, it was learned 
that they are part of the lot put up as 
security for a loan with a New York 
jewelry firm. Judge Gilhooly said that 
Mrs. Hart was still in New York, and 
that any report to the contrary was un- 
true. He also said that she was not now 
under surveillance by the police. The 
bank directors have all along known 
of her location. The Judge intimated 
that a great deal of work, which is very 
important had been done in the last few 
days, and that within a week the bank 
would have finished its part in the story 
until the capture of the missing clerk.

Parkersburg, W. Va., October 18.—Gov- 
ernor Roosevelt will finish his general 
campaign at Baltimore tomorrow night, 
having traveled nearly 19,000 miles, and 
after making nearly 500 short and long 
speeches. Then he will spend the final 
week of the campaign in New York state. 
Tonight he is jubilant over reports trom 
New York, which, to his mind, presage 
a great republican victory there. 

Today’s work began at Canton, Ohlo, 
the home of McKinley. 

After a hard day’s campaigning through 
Ohio and West Virginia, Governor Roose- 
velt reached Parkersburg tonight and ad- 
dressed a large audience, paying special 
attention to Senator Jones’s denial that 
the American Cotton Company is a trust. 
He produced a statement of the company 
and argued that its own figures, prospec- 
tus and plan of procedure entitled it to 
the name of trust. He said that in ex- 
ploiting its stock the American Cotton 
Company had boasted of its ability to con- 
trol the price of cotton, and entered ihe 
market with the expressed intention of 
cornering the crop and mastering the 
merket. To this end, after the establish- 
ed method of trusts, the American Cot- 
ton Company had, he said, bought out 
and gained control of three or four small- 
er factories having patents which enabled 
them to make the round bale of cotton. 
Roosevelt accused the cotton bale trust 
of first securing prohibitive advantages 
in freight rates, gaining the foreign mar- 
kets, squelching competition, establishing, 
and controlling warehouses when the 
money could be loaned on cotton crops 
and in every way fulfilling the most 
heinous offenses that have been ascribed 
to the Standard Oil Company and other 
monopolies. 

From Wheeling, the Roosevelt trfiin ran 
this afternoon down the Ohio River rail- 
road, and stops were made at Benwood, 
Moundsville, New Martinsville, Sisterville. 
St. Marys and Waverly. 

A crowd of probably twenty-five hood- 
lums collected on the outskirts of the 
crowd at St. Marys, a small oil town, un- 
dertook to prevent Governor Roosevelt 
from making himself heard. They were 
partially successful for a while, despite 
the governor’s scathing shots at them. 
The town and county is largely republi- 
can, however, and a crowd of McKinley 
men quieted them by giving them the al- 
ternative of keeping quiet or taking a 
drubbing. 

The demonstration at Parkersburg is 
conceded to be the biggest political affair 
in the history of the state. Preceding 
two meetings there were big parades, 
participated in by marching clubs and 
mounted Rough Riders as escorts to the 
governor. The streets were lined with 
people burning red fire and cheering. In 
the first carriage were Governor Roose- 
velt, Governor Atkinson, candidate for 
governor. 

Governor Roosevelt spoke to 5,000 peo- 
ple in the Wigwam, and then was hur- 
ried to the Auditorium,:where he ad- 
dressed an audience of 2,000. Other speak- 
ers were Colonel Guild, former democrat- 
ic Congressman Bynum, of Indiana. So 
great was the enthusiasm that only Gov- 
ernor Roosevelt was heard to any great 
extent 

There are vague rumors here tonight of 
possible trouble at Hinton, when Gov- 
ernor Roosevelt speaks tomorrow night. 


HANNA IS IN THE FAR WEST. 


Ohio Senator Talks to the Voters of 
South Dakota. 

Sioux Falls, 8. D., October 18.—The two 
days of speech-making in South Dakota 
by Senators Hanna and Frye were con- 
cluded at Sioux Falls tonight, with three 
meetings, one in tne auditorium and the 
other two in the opera house. In this, 
the home of Senator Pettigrew, the big- 
gest demonstration of the campaigning 
tour was held.‘ The celebration included 
a torchlight procession in which march- 
clubs from several nearby towns took 
part, and fireworks on an elaborate scale. 
It had been the original intention to hold 
but two meetings at the auditorium and 
new opera house but the crush was so 
great that an overflow meeting was held 
at the old opera house. Senator Frve 
made an extended address at the audi- 
torium, Senator Hanna Speaking first at 
the new Opera house. At the auditorium 
he was given an ovation. 

“Turn around, Mark, and let us see 
you,’ shouted some one on the stage, and 

wie national chairman bowed his ac- 
knowledgments to the throng, and he 
did so laughingly as the women waved 
their handkerchiefs. “You seem to be 
ready for the election out here,” said Mr. 
Hanna. “After what I have séden today, 
so am I.”’ 

Mr. Hanna spoke about ten minutes 
along the same lines as in his previous 
speeches of the day, and was then driv- 
en to the old opera house, where he ad- 
dressed a large audience a few minutes, 

Senator Hanna put in the hardest day’s 
work of his present campaigning tour for 
the northwest today, making fourteen 
speeches in the towns and farming com- 
munities of the. southeastern part of 
South Dakota, winding up with the meet- 
ing at Sioux Falls. 

Today Senator Hanna denounced Bryan 
for “‘descending to public lying from ‘the 
rostrum.” Mr. Hanna‘also characterized 
as an “infernal lie’ the reports concern- 
ing Governor Roosevelt's recent trip 
southwest. 


Had Hard Day’s Work.

SAYERS, OF TEXAS, 
LEAVES NEW YORK 


Governor Delivers Address at the 
~ Merchants’ Club, 


TELLS OF GALVESTON HORROR 


Relief Tendered the Sufferers from 
To Have Been Generous, Spon- 
taneous and Effective. 
Several Other Speeches 
Made. 


New York, October 18.—As a farewell 
to Governor Joseph D. Sayers, of Sexas, 
the Merchants’ Association, to the num- 
ber of 200, assembled in the Merchants’ 
Club this afternoon to listen to the gov- 
ernor and bid him farewell on the eve 
of his departure for home. 

John Claflin presided and introduced 
Governor Sayers, who spoke about the 
devastation at Galveston and the work 
of relief, for which the Merchants’ As- 
sociation furnished $105,000 and assisted 
in loading the United States transport 
McPherson with supplies valued at $14,- 
000 more. He also spoke of the commer- 
cial relations between Texas and the city 
of New York. He ended his address by 
thanking the members present for their 
work in the aid, and saying that it woulc 
never be forgotten by the people of Texas. 
Mr. Claflin then said that the people of 
New York would be all the more ready 
to purchase stock in Texas since the 
prospects and’ conditions had been so 
clearly depicted by Governor Sayers. He 
then gracefully introduced Abram 58. 
Hewitt, who, on rising to speak, grasped 
Governor Sayers by both hands. Mr. 
Hewitt expressed himself as: in entire 
sympathy with Texas, its governor, its 
people and the stand which every one is 
taking to stand by Texas until the last 
vestige of the great suffering has disap- 
peared. Mr. Hewitt then related an inci- 
dent in the relief of Jacksonville during 
the yellow fever when he was mayor. A 
gentleman of this cityl gave $11,000, which 
was afterwards returned, as it was not 
needed. The name of the donor was not 
Known except to Mr. Hewitt. When the 
money was handed back to him, the 
donor added his check for $9,000 to it, 
making a total of $20,000, which he said 
he wished given to a fund to érect an 
asylum for the orphans of the victims of 
the fever. Mayor Hewitt said that the 
man was now dead and he was released 
from secrecy and therefore announced his 
name. He said: 

“The man who did this glorious act was 
Alfred Corning Clark. He did many 
other acts of a like generous nature, and 


I know myself that he gave hundreds of- 


thousands of dollars for charity without 
having his name known.” 

Following the address of ex-Mavor 
Hewitt an informal reception was held 
to give the guests opportunity to meet 
Governor Sayers, after which a luncheon 
was also served, 


Stevenson Greeted by Big Crowd. 

Lowville, N. Y., October 18.—Adlai F. 
Stevenson and Congressman John M. 
Quinn, of New York, arrived here to- 
night from Watertown. At the opera 
house they were greeted by 1,000 persons, 
there being a liberal sprinkling of ladies 
in the audience. Mr. Stevenson discussed 
imperialism and denounced the Philip- 
pine war. 


‘Green Candidate Withdraws. 


Houston, Tex., October 18.—George W. 
Burkitt, of Palestine, nominated for gov- 
ernor by the ‘Green faction of the repub- 
lican party of Texas, today withdrew 
from the race, saying the action of Na- 
tional Chairman Hanna in recognizing 
the Hawley faction influenced his action. 


Beveridge Speaks in Indianapolis. 


Indianapolis, Ind., October 18.—United 
States Senator Beveridge tonight address- 
ed over 4,000 people at Tomlinson hall. He 
was enthusiastically cheered from the 
time he took the platform and was given 
a flattering reception. He was escorted to 
the hall bg marching clubs of Rough 
Riders, several thousand in number. 


Woolley Speaks in New York. 


New York, October 18.—John G. Wool- 
ley, prohibition nominee for president, 
spoke to an ,audience of 1,80 persons at 
the Star theater in Brooklyn tonight. He 
also spoke at a meeting at St. Elizabeth 
and Jersey City, N. J., early in the even- 
ing. 
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what would have become of our repre- 
sentatives and missionaries in Chma?

Chicago, October 18.—Wheat declined heavily 
early today on weak cables, but steadied on 
the receipts and some export buying, Decem- 
ber closing %@%c under yesterday.

A decline of %d at Liverpool, combined with 
good weather and better prospects in the Ar- 
gentine, influenced heavy liquidation in. wheat 
during the better part of the day. December 
opened %@%c lower, at 74%@74'%4c, declined 
to 73%c. At the bottom shorts covered to se- 
cure profits, and there was some export buy- 
ing, and December reacted to 747. The pri- 
mary receipts—875,000 bushels, compared 
with 1,299,000 bushels last year—were a help 
in steadying the market. New York reported 
45 loads for export, and sales here were 200,- 
O00 bushels. Seaboard clearances in wheat 
and flour were equal to 503,000 bushels. Lo- 
cal receipts were 239 cars, two of contract 
grade, while Minneapolis and Duluth report- 
ed 539 cars, against 500 last week and 853 a 
year ago. 

Corn was quiet and steady for December, al- 
though the near-by futures were easier.

Frank Rice and the other members 
of ‘the committee can easily dispose of 
Branan’s charge of irregularity. 

“What about my candidacy for the 
United States senate? Why, I don't know 
anything about 1:1. The people of my dis- 
trict have been very good to me and I

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have tried to serve them faithfully. I 
don’t know whether they would prefer 
to have me in the house or senate.

Then Mr. Livingston fell to talking 
about a new federal] building for Atlanta 
and the movement for a national park. 
He said: 

‘The federal building is an absolute ne- 
cessity and the national park has been 
promised. Both matters will come up 
in congress very soon after it convenes. 
If the federal building takes the shape of 
an annex, it will cost about $700,000. If a 
new site is taken, about $1,000,000 will be 
required. The appropriations for the park 
will be made in instalments. If both the 
federal building and park prospects go 
through, it will mean about $1,500,000 for 
Atlanta. I believe Atlanta will get both. 

Mr. Livingston is confident the demo- 
crats will carry the house, even if the 
presidency is lost. He is the ranking dem- 
ocrat on the appropriations committee 
and if the democrats carry the house will 
be chairman, if precedent is followed. 
With Mr. Livingston ‘as chairman the ap- 
propriations asked for by Atlanta would 
undoubtedly be granted. 

The congressman is stopping at’ the 
Aragon, where he was met by Mrs. Liv- 
ingston and his son. They will be Here 
till Saturdav, when they will go Home 
to celebrate the ninety-seventh birthday 
of the cOngressman’s father.
